Legislature CAN Help 
Housing; Should Meet 
And Create Authority

The Constitution is continuing its cal) for the state legislature to 
be summoned into special session to take some action to help solve 
the critical and emergency housing shortage. 


_Our call is not that of a single voice. Editor Quimby Melton, of, 
The Griffin News, and Editor Robert L. M. Parks, of The Augusta 
Chronicle, have joined with us. Their cities, like Atlanta, are faced 
with an emergency situation which demands emergency action. 

There are now in Atlanta 4,000 returning veterans without 
homes of their own. Many more will return to a homeless city. 
There are many genuine hardship cases, The health of many per- 
sons is at stake. Happiness, family ties—not to mention a degree 
of comiort—likewise are involved. 

When we first made our call for the legislature to meet, some 
Outstanding legislative leaders expressed extreme sympathy with 
the homeless, but declared the legislature could do no good, for 
the legislature could appropriate no money to aid private housing. 

In the matter of appropriating money for building, the legisla- 
tors probably are right. ‘But there is something the legislature 
can do. 

It can create an Emergency Housing Authority to be operated 
On a self-liquidating basis. 


PLENTY OF PRECEDENT 


The legislature created the self-liquidating State Hospital Au- 
thority to build housing for the State Hospital at Milledgeville. The 
legislaure did this because it did not have the money to appropriate 
and could not make a bond issue without constitutional action. 
The authority does not operate the hospital. It put up the buildings 
and rents them to the state. 

The legislature has created the State Ports Authority to develop 
state warehouses and dock facilities at Brunswick and Savannah. 
It could not have appropriated money for these purposes, but it did 
create the agency which can achieve these aims. 

The legislature at the last session passed a Veterans’ Resettle- 
ment bill. It created a self-liquidating agency to make it easier for 
veterans to borrow money to go in business or build homes or buy 
farms. While the bill has never been placed in effect, it empowers 
this agency to participate in any loan for which a veteran is eli- 
gible under the GI Bill of Rights, guaranteeing the 50 per cent of 
the loan not covered by the federal government. The state can not 
lend money to individuals, but it did create the agency which would 
participate in such loans. 


HELPS RURAL HOUSING 


Further, the state already is in the private housing business to 
some extent, and by act of the legislature, at that. State Treasurer 
George B. Hamilton is rural housing director as head of the Rural 
Housing Authority. The money spent comes from the federal gov- 
ernment, except for some of the administrative funds, but it is an- 
other self-liquidating project to build homes for farmers. 

Besides, there is now in the legislative hopper a “Baby RFC” 
bill which would create a $100,000,000 self-liquidating agency to help 
individuals establish businesses in Georgia—almost any kind of 
business. The bill probably will not be enacted—not because the 
state does not have the authority, but because the free flow of 
money from banking institutions in the state makes such an agency 


unnecessary at present. 


CAN HELP NOW 


In the present emergency situation, the legislature can be of 
help. It can create a State Emergency Housing Authority on a self- 
liquidating basis. We do not hold with the statement that there is 
nothing the state can do. There is plenty it can do. 

The emergency housing facilities that we get are coming almost 
exclusively from the federal government. The facilities will be 
Army and Navy establishments which the military forces can do 
without, or no longer need. The federal government is interested 
in doing something, and it will if it finds a situation which meets 
normal governmental conditions. 

One of these conditions is that the government has a respon- 
Bible agency to deal with. The creation of a State Emergency Hous- 
ing Authority would give this responsible agency. The federal gov- 


proach in dealings with individuals or private corporations or or- 
nizations. : 
Conceivably, a group of public spirited citizens could form the 
but the government could not deal with it 
the same freedom that it does @ state or a state agency. A 
group of bankers would find the same trouble. So would a group 
of real estate men, or a group of church people. That's why the 
legislature passed an act creating the State Hospital Authority. It's 
money came mostly from RFC. That's why the state had to pass a 
Rural Housing Act. It's the same reason why the city had to create 


the Atlanta Housing Authority. 


TEMPORARY ACTION ONLY 


There is no reason to assume that a State Emergency Housing 
Authority would have to build permanent installations. That's the 
whole problem now. There is labor to build houses. There is money 
to build houses. But there are no materials, and it will be a matter 
of a few years before materials are flowing fast enough to meet 
the pent-up demand for houses. ai 

The authority could confine its work to procuring now existing 
military facilities. At the Naval Air Training Station near Atlanta, 
for instance, there are quarters for 3,500 personnel. Not nearly that 
many now occupy the place. Conceivably—and probably—the Navy 
would be willing to turn over to a responsible agency some of the 
quarters, even while the Navy carries on its regular work in the 
remaining space. 

Stattoably, too, the Navy could be persuaded to 
in such a way that even more space—even all—could be ac 

is not an impossibility. 
. ‘Alterations seme have to be made. The government could not 
be expected to bear the expense of this. But a well-operated state 
agency could obtain the money from private sources, and could, by 
good operation, make the project wholly self-liquidating. 

The Army base at Conley is another which could be handled 
the same way. It would take an aggressive agency, willing to ferret 
out the facts and put a workable proposition up to the Army or the 
Navy, or the Surplus Property Board. The administration buildings 
at the Bell Bomber plant already have been suggested. 


ACTION IS DEMANDED 


Something must be done now. The veterans are coming back, 
and it is not maudlin to say that they can expect more from their 
country than a “Standing Room Only” sign. Even if the housing 
being proposed is given them, goodness knows it will not be the 
best. It will be makeshift. It will be in many respects inconvenient, 
and in some instances uncomfortable. But it will be an answer in 
an emergency where there appears to be no other answer. 

It may even be necessary to buy barracks and other buildings at 
remote, abandoned camps, tear them down and rebuild them where 
they are needed. Some say the cost of this would be prohibitive. 
But it might not. The federal government dealing with a state 
agency which it knows will handle the property in the right way

_ probably would make a “good price.” If the buildings are left 


unused they will waste away. That was the fate of a lot of them 
after the last war. The Army and Navy both have many things on 
their hands which will go to waste. There have been reports of 
tons and tons of equipment being dumped into the Pacific because 
it isn’t worth carting back. War is a losing business on a dollars 
and cents basis—but we don’t believe the Army or Navy either 
would consider it a loss to furnish the returning veterans. with 
houses. We know the veterans wouldn't. 

And we can’t get our minds off those 161 prefabricated houses 
boxed and sitting out in the elements down at Greenville. They are 
earmarked for France. But they are currently doing France little 
good, and certainly no good at all for the two months they have 
been there. 


NO SLUMS ANTICIPATED 


James H. Therrell, executive director of the Atlanta Housing 
Authority, has been quoted as saying that “we have considered 
carefully all suggestions for importing prefabricated houses and 
other.types of temporary housing, but all have to be discarded as 
impractical.” He was quoted as adding that such temporary houses 
were further undesirable because they would become permanent 
slums. 

So, we take it, Mr. Therrell folds his hands and starts thinking 
of putting people into beautifu' projects in three, four, or maybe 
five years. 

To a man without a home for his family, there could be nothing 
more impractical than that. ' 

Any such emergency developments would not have to turn into 
slums. They could be placed on public property. The city could 
provide facilities for water connections. And they could be planned 
for abandonment—and scrapping—as soon as private or public 
building could catch up with the need. We are in favor of more and 
better housing developments. But the man who wants a home wants 
it today. He can’t afford to wait weeks or months, to say nothing 
of years. 

A state agency could give quick action. It would have prestige. 
It would have power. It could get results. And it could plan its 


‘ housing in such a way as not to interfere with private building or 


public building—neither of which is going to solve the problem 
except with several years of steady, hard work. 

And the problem is not Atlanta’s alone. It is statewide. And 
as such, it demands attention from our state officials. 

Let us have a State Emergency Housing Authority quickly.

TOKYO, Monday, Dec. 10.— (AP) —Gen. MacArthur 
Monday laid down a sweeping program of agrarian reform 
for Japan to “destroy the economic bondage which has en- 
slaved the Japanese farmer for centuries of feudal oppres- 


In a tremendous move calling for abolition of absentee 
rland ownership and making pro- 


vision for Japan’s vast millions of 
small tenant farmers to buy their 
own farms on long terms at low 
rates, the supreme Allied com- 
mander ordered the Japanese gov- 
ernment to carry out the order by 
March 15, 

It will mean “emancipation,” 
headquarters declared, for tenants 
in a country where half the en- 
tire population is engaged in agri- 
culture and where farmers still 
cultivate the overworked soil with 
hand tools. 

The average Japanese farm fam- 
ily tills less than three acres, com- 
pared with an average of nearly 
47 acres in the United States, and 
only 20 per cent are land owners. 
EKE BARE LIVING 

The entire agrarian class barely 
ekes out a living from plots so 
intensely used that production is 
dependent on the constant addi- 
tion of fertilizer. 

The directive, which headquar- 
ters termed one of the most far- 
reaching of the occupation, con- 
tains basic economic reforms in 
conformity with the principles of 
the Potsdam declaration. It cites 
these “pernicious ills” affecting 
Japan’s farmers: 

l. Intense overcrowding of the 
land: Almost half the farm house- 
holds in Japan till less than 1% 
acres each. 

2. Conditions highly unfavor- 
able to tenants: More than three- 
fourths of the farmers in Japan 
are tenants, paying rentals 
amounting to half or more of their 
annual crops. 

3. A heavy burden of indebted- 
ness: Less than half the total 
farm population is able to support 
itself on agricultural income, . 
FARMER OPPRESSED 

4. Governmental discrimination 
against the farmer: Interest rates 
and direct taxes are more oppres- 
vidy than in commerce and indus: 
ry. 

5. Authoritative government | 
control over farmers: Arbitrary 
crop quotas often restrict farmers. 

“The emancipation of farmers 
cannot begin,” MacArthur said,

That section of our constitution 
was drafted by Mr. Tobin and 
unanimously adopted by our na- 
tional convention upon his recom- 
mendation.

Mr. Tobin is not a Communist 
and he abhors the Communistic 
doctrines. However, he does not 
deny to Russia the right to be 
Communistic if she so desires.

Let the President 
Take a Strong Hand 


“Let the President take a firm stand.” 
That ringing demand echoes from the press, 
pulpit, rostrum and the air waves every time 
any sort of a national emergency appears. 

It may involve a shortage of beef or butter, a nationwide lack of 
cCigarets, or some sort of labor dispute or housing shortage, such as 
we now have in the automobile strike and the building material 
shortage. 

“Let the President take a strong hand.” 

Nothing could be more illustrative of the indecision and tradi- 
tional inefficiency of the Democratic way than that phrase. 

It is paradoxical that it may come from the lips of a tycoon 
in management who may have, but a moment before, damned all 
governmental controls and demanded that government let business 
alone. It is just as paradoxical, and just as likely, to fall from the 
lips of a labor leader who wants the government to interfere in 
his behalf but who does not want his right to strike delayed dur- 
ing a 30-day cooling off period. 

What it means, of course, is that the person demanding a strong 
hand from the President, wants it in his behalf. The tycoon wants 
the President to be gentle with management and slap labor in the 
nose. Labor wants the President, or government, to put an army 
around it and cuff management on the ear. 

No one really wants the President to take a strong hand unless 
it is taken in his behalf. 

I very well recall listening for an hour to a gentleman who ex- 
plained the wonders of life without government interference. He 
did not seem to think it at all incongruous to say, as I departed, 
“But, this country is headed for trouble unless the administration 
takes a firm hand and acts.” ' 

I looked at him to see if his tongue were in his cheek. It 


was not. 

Mr. Truman was persuaded by well-meaning and, 
Government I am sure, sincere persons that if he lifted all 
controls, production generally would appear in a tremendous 
volume. 

It didn’t. Human’ nature caused part of the shortage. It is 
human nature to wait until January to escape the penalty of excess 
profit taxes which come off in 1946. It isn’t exactly possible to 
argue they shouldn't. The loss of good will from veterans who 
can’t get what they need won't really hurt, because it can’t be 
centered on any field. The fact that, they will think less of the 
American system is something that cannot now be evaluated. No 
one apparently thought of that. But, they will think less of it 
because they see it as a failure to provide them with clothing, 
with houses and with other needs of civilian life. They were told 
they were fighting to retain the American system and. their first 
contact with it is one of failure. What that will cost later on is 
something no one can say. My own idea is that it will cost more 
than taxes saved, but that is just a guess. There are explanations 
for some shortages, but the returning veteran isn’t in a mood for 
them. He had different ideas about it. Meanwhile, the veteran, 
too, looks to the President. He wants the President to take a 


strong hand. 
There is no doubt about the best governed 
Best Government people being the least governed. 

Yet, government is not, and has never been, an exact science. 
Government must have as its chief object the general welfare of 
the people, since they make up the state or nation. 

It is all very well to talk about the inevitable tug of war be- 
tween the law of supply and demand. We could, in this present 
period of disputes and shortages, remove all controls and let that 
law get going. It would, while the gap between supply and demand 
was closing, bring the cost of the essentials of living to great 
heights. It would wipe out savings, depreciate the value of all 
bonds, insurance policies and annuities and create even more severe 
shortages. .There would be failures and considerable misery and 
great discontent with government. It would set public opinion 
loudly behind the hounds of more control to prevent such an 
inflated period again. This is a fact which the supporters of the 
law of supply and demand forget until the results of their policy 
rebounds against them in the form of government controls or “‘inter- 
ference.” 

The cold and brutal working of the law of supply and demand 
has the inevitable effect of producing public opinion which doesn't 
want to be exposed to its cruel realities and which will support 
any form of government promising a planned economy. 

The OPA That is why I have stood in the market place fighting 
for OPA. Its policy has by no means been constant. 
Pressures have twisted it and bent it. 
generally, that manufacturers may have an increase but that re- 
tailers must absorb the cost in less profit, wrong and potentially 
vicious. It is a system which cannot be applied generally. 

I recall. however, seeing coffee sold on the. black market of 
Paris for $7.50 the pound and I went shopping with an American 
newspaperwoman who paid $97.50 for a pair of wooden-soled shoes. 
I saw white beans sell for $4.20 the pound. 

The law of supply and demand was at work and it was not 
pleasant to watch. The gentlemen who applaud the workings of 
that law were among those most afraid of the Leftish swing of 
French politics. It swung left there, as in other countries, largely 
because of the uncontrolled workings of the law of supply and 


demand. 


So, we go along.

The Personal Factor 
In Housing Shortage 


Last Friday this column commented on the 
housing shortage in broad, general terms. 
Today let’s look at some of the personal, 


individual cases. 

I made a mental list, the other day, of six Decatur 
probably the six best known to this Jones family. 

Not one of the six but is housing at least two family units. 
Several of them more than two. 

There is, for one unit, the mother and father and, perhaps, an 
unmarried daughter or son, or both. The second unit consists of 
son or daughter with wife or husband, and possibly a baby, mar- 
ried during the war, the husband now discharged, unable to find 
any place of their own. So, mom and dad have found room for 
them. 

Glad, you understand, to have them. Happy they can find room. 
But it is not normal, it is unnatural. Young couples should have 


their.own establishments, no matter how humble. 
I know of one family, with two such second- 


On the Porch generation couples already living with them, 
who recently received word a son, just discharged, and his bride 
of a month were coming to visit. There was no place to put them. 
Every bedroom was occupied. 

But mom and dad felt they must meet the new daughter-in-law, 
must provide welcome for a son who had been so far away for a 
couple of years. So mom and dad resurrected an old day bed, one 
of those folding affairs, put it out on the back porch and moved 
out there themselves, leaving their own room for the bride and 
groom. 

It was cold on the porch, they admitted, but what could they do? 

There is a family with three young daughters. All married. 
Two of them with babies. Three husbands recently discharged. 
Somehow, they have found room in that home for the three addi- 


tional sons-in-law and the babies. 

- : There is the family of five, mother and dad 
Family of Five and three daughters, oldest six, youngest six 
months. The father was transferred by his firm to Atlanta from 
another ctiy. For a month all five lived with her family here. 

Then, unable to find anything else, they secured a project home 
in Marietta. Moved in. There one month when the father was 
again transferred to another city. This time, undoubtedly, perma- 
nent assignment. 

But they say housing shortage in this other city is even worse 
than in Atlanta. He hasn’t been able yet to find any sort of a 
place for his young family. 

So they are stuck in Marietta, he is living in a hotel room 
which he may, and may not, be able to keep. And he is getting 
desperate as he spends all his spare hours in futile hunt for house, 
cottage, shack, apartment—anything to house his family. 

ad There is the property owner who has some 
sell, Don t Rent 35 or 40 small houses which he has been 
renting. 

Under OPA 
each unit to meet maintenance, 
them at a substantial profit. 

So he has instructed the agency which handles them to refuse 
to rent any whieh may become vacant, to place them on sale only. 

Thus are 35 or 40 rental units removed from a supply already 
at the disappearance point. 

You can't blame the owner. After all, his life’s savings are in 
that property, it is his source of income in his declining years. 
He might have the: instincts of a philanthropist, but he must get 
his own necessary income first.

No Justification 
For Kent's Treason 


WASHING TON—Now that he is back in the 

United States, efforts will probably be made by 

some of our phoney nationalists and pseudo 

patriots to make a hero of Tyler Kent, former United States em- 

bassy clerk in London, who was convicted of delivering highly 

confidential State Department messages into the hands of the 
Germans. 

The clamor to make a martyr of Kent had already started, in 
fact, before he arrived at an eastern port the other day. 

It is being led by such misguided elements as the Rev. Gerald 
L. K. Smith and Elizabeth Dilling, one of the seditionist defendants, 

Others of kindred ilk have taken up the cry in congress, where 
it is urged that Kent be given a hearing. 

Ultimately this faker and convicted espionage agent will no 
doubt be sent on a lecture tour of the country, with the people 
asked to contribute their hard-earned dollars to fatten the purse 
of a man who sold us out to the Nazis. 

Before the clamor gets too loud it may be well to review Kent's 
record, so that the public will not be taken in by the outcry. 


It is a sorry, sordid record that makes you 
Sorry Record wonder at the mentality of anyone who seeks 
to defend the former embassy clerk 

Back in May, 1940, before the United States entered the war, 
a Scotland Yard man called on Ambassador Kennedy in London 
to say that Germany was getting vital information about Britain, 
presumably through the American embassy. Kent, then a confi- 
dential code clerk attached to the embassy staff, was suspected. 

Suspicion was directed to him because of his close association 
with known British Fascist groups, including one Anna Wolkoff, 
who was believed by Scotland Yard to have channels of commu- 
nication with Germany. 

Scotland Yard asked permission of Ambassador Kennedy to 
search Kent's rooms. The permission was granted and the search 
was conducted in the presence of a United States diplomatic of- 
ficer. In his rooms were found 1,500 confidential embassy papers, 
which, the State Department said, represented “the whole confi-e 
dential communication system of the United States. . % 

Later Scotland Yard found Kent's trail led to a photographie 
studio where two of his decoded messages had been reduced to 
microfilm by a studio employe who was-.proved to be a member 
of a German spy ring. 

The evidence showed Kent had been passing out important eme 
bassy secrets to the Germans through Italian diplomatic pouches 
during the period before Italy was in the war. 


Im ortant The importance of the information thus being passed 
Pp on to the Germans was revealed in a statement by 
Ambassador Kennedy, who pointed out that Prime Minister Church- 
ill had cleared through the American embassy all of his reports to 
President Roosevelt on the state of British preparedness. 

As Mr. Kennedy put it: “The Germans didn’t need any secret 
service in Europe.” They could read the facts about Britain and 
the United States in the reports furnished by Kent, as taken from 
the embassy files, “for our London embassy was the clearing 
point for nearly all European matters.” 

Kent was convicted for violating the British official secrets 
act. after he was released for trial by American officials. He is 
now out after serving what was retarded at the time as an ex- 
tremely mild sentence. 

Commenting on his release to the British for trial, Ambassador 
Kennedy said at the time: “If we had been at war, I would not have 
favored turning him over to Scotland Yard or have sanctioned 
his imprisonment in England. I would have recommended that he 
be brought back to the United States and shot.” 

Kent’s only justification for his treasonable act is that the sto 
len “documents contained information which the senate of the 
United States should have known about.” 

Here. then, is the sorry record of the man the pseudo patriots 
would make a martyr of. The public would do well to remember 


the facts when the clamor begins.

14 Escape Farm 


Of Cobb Prison; 
3 Still at Large 


MARIETTA, Ga. — An escape 
proved successful for 14 white 
prisoners at the Cobb county pris- 
on farm on the Powder Springs 
road early Sunday morning, and 
resulted in injury to a Negro pris- 
oner. 


Eight of the 14 are still at large 
and law enforcement agencies 
over the state have been alerted 
for the fugitives,- all of whom 
were serving sentences of from 
two to 14 years for felonies. 

According to Commissioner 
George McMillan, the prisoners 
made their escape as they were 
being taken to breakfast, around 
8:45 a. m. 


“They grabbed the guards and 
locked them in cells, taking a pis- 
tol from one guard. George Vin- 
cent, a leader in the break, lined 
the guards up with a gun, as 
other prisoners took keys to out- 
er doors,” McMillan said. 

A Negro prisoner, Silas Stevens, 
was badly cut by Harry Hurt, 27- 
year-old fugitive who was later 
captured. —— is in a fair con- 
dition in arietta hospital. Mc- 
Millan said Stevens was cut when 
he became excited and tried to 
run back to his prison cell. 

Quickly dogs were summoned 
from the Fulton county prison 
farm and si- of the escapes were 
recaptured. 

One trio of escapes who held 
up a linesman of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company and _ took his 
truck, was recaptured by Fulton 
county and Atlanta police as they 
crossed the river bridge on High- 
way 41, McMillan said.

Asher Lashes Back at Hailey In Jury Quiz
